In 
spite of this, we find in Boswell’s Life of Johnson (Birkbeck Hill ed. ui, 371) a letter 
to Johnson from his biographer, written in Edinburgh on 2nd February, referring to 
Garrick’s death. 

Johnson was one of the mourners at the funeral at which Cumberland relates 
that he saw him ‘‘ standing beside his grave at the foot of Shakespeare’s monument, 
and bathed in tears.’’? The doctor’s famous words on the occasion of his friend’s 
death cannot be omitted here: ‘‘ | am disappointed by that stroke of death which 
has eclipsed the gaiety of nations, and impoverished the public stock of harmless 
pleasure.’’
